If it 
should l*e found that suicide and mad­ 
ness are natural results of the new 
order of things there might be grounds 
for des-taring the law unconstitutional 
in that it provides for punishment that 
is clearly "cruel and unusual.”

The responsibilities of the high trust 
to which I have been cal btl alw ays of 
grave im portance—are augm ented by the 
j prevailing business conditions, entailing 
idleness upon willing belter and loss to 
j useful enterprises. The country is suffer­ 
ing from industrial disturbances, from 
which s p e e d y relief m ust be had. Our 
financial system needs som e revision: our 
m o t l e y is all good now, but its value m ust 
not further tat threatened. It should all 
b e put upon an enduring basis, not sub­ 
ject to easy attack, tier its stability to 
doubt or dispute. 
Our c u r r e n c y should 
continue under the 
supervision of 
the 
g o v e r n m e n t . 
Tile several form s of our 
p a p e r mom y o f f e r in my Judgment, 
% C o n s ta n t K m lin rrflw n n rn t 
to the governm ent and to a safe bal­ 
ance in the treasury. 
Therefore, I be­ 
lieve it 
necessary to devise a system 
which, without dim inishing the circulat­ 
ing medium or offering a premium for its 
contraction, will present a remedy for 
those arrangem ents, which, tem porary til 
their nature, m ight well in years of our 
prosperity have been displaced by w iser 
provisions. 
W ith adequate revel'ne se- 
1 cured, but not until H u n , w e can enter 
I upon such chang* s in our fiscal law s as 
i will, while Insuring saftoy and volum e to 
our money, no lon g-r impose upon the 
I governm ent the necessity «*f m aintaining 
! so large a gold reserve, w ith its attend- 
ant and inevitable tem ptations to specu- 
! lat ion. 
Most of our financial law s are the out­ 
grow th 
of 
experience 
and 
trial, 
and 
should not be amended without investl- 
' gallon and dem onstration of tho wisdom 
i of the proposed chang-: 
W e must be 
I levin sure we are right and "make haste 
I slow ly.” 
If. therefore. cong .-ess in its 
i wisdom shall deem it expedient to creata 
I a com m ission to take under early consld- 
! oration the revision of our coinage, bank- 
1 |ng and currency laws. ant; give th rn that 
exhaustive, careful and dispassion*.Ie ex ­ 
am ination that their im portance dem ands, j 
I shall cordially concur in such action, j 
If such power is vested iii the president I 
tt is my purpose to appoint a com m ission i 
of prom inent, well inform* d citizens of j 
different parties, who will com m and pub- I 
lie confidence boil* on account of their j 
ability and special fitness for the work. J 
B usiness experience and public training j 
m ay thus be combined and th*? patriotic j 
zeal of the friends of the country be so 
directed that such a report will be mad* j 
as to receive the support of all parties, ; 
and our finances cease to bo the sub­ 
je c t of m ere partisan contention.

vxporim ent is at all events worth a trial, 
and in my opinion it can but prove bene­ 
ficial lo the entire country.

The question o f international bim etal­ 
lism w ill Eate early and earnest atten­ 
tion. 
It will be my eons ta ut endeavor to 
secure it by co-operation with the other 
great com m ercial pow* is of tho world. 
U ntil that condition is realized, when tho 
parity I*, tw een our gold and silver m oney 
springs from and is supported by tile 
relative value of the tw o m etals, the 
value of Hie silver already coined, and 
that which m ay hereafter 
be 
coined, 
m ust be kept constantly at par with gold 
by every resource at our command. Th® 
cl edit of the governm ent, the integrity 
o f its currency and the inviolability of 
Its obligations must bo preserved. This 
w as tho com m anding verdict of the peo­ 
ple, and it will not be unheeded. 
Econom y is demanded in every branch 
C f the governm ent at all time*, but es­ 
pecially iii p* riods like th? present de­ 
pression of business and distress am ong 
the people. The s- vet est econom y m ust 
be observed in all public expenditures, 
and extravagance stopped wherever it is 
found and prev< nted wherever in the fu­ 
ture it m ay l>«* develop- I. lf th*' rev­ 
enues are to r* main as now. the only re­ 
lief that can com e must, be from de­ 
er* as. d expenditures. 
But the present 
trust not becom e the perm anent condition 
of the governm ent. 
It has been our uniform practice to re­ 
tire, not Increase, our outstanding obliga­ 
tions. and this policy m ust again be re­ 
sum ed and vigorously enforced. Our rev­ 
eille s should alw ays be large enough to 
mc* t with < as-- and prom ptness not only 
our current needs, and the principal and 
fnt- r* st o f the public debt. but to m ake 
proper and liberal provision for that m ost 
deserving body of public creditors, tho 
soldiers and sailors, and th** willows and 
orphans who are the pensioners of the 
U nited States. 
I te m e d * f o r D e fie l's . 
The governm ent should not bo perm it­ 
ted to run behind or increase Its debt In 
tim es like the present. Suitably to pro­ 
vide against this is the m andate of duty; 
the certain and easy remedy for m ost of 
our financial difficulties. A deficiency is 
inevitable so long as the expenditures of 
the governm ent exceed its receipts. It 
can only tx* mot by loan* or an Increased 
revenue. W hile a large annual surplus of 
revenue m ay invite w aste and extrava­ 
gance inadequate revenue creates distrust 
and underm ines public and private credit. 
N either should In* encouraged. 
Betw een 
more loans and more revenue there ought 
to be but one opinion. W e should have 
more revenue and that w ithout 
delay, 
hindrance or postponement. 
A surplus iii the treasury, created by 
loans, is not a permanent or safe reliance. 
It w ill suffice while it lasts, but it can­ 
not last long while the outlays of the 
governm ent are greater than its receipts, 
a s has been the case during the past two 
gears. Nor m ust it be forgotten that, how - 
e** * much such loans m ay tem porarily re­ 
live the situation, the governm ent is still 
iud*fit*d for the am ount of the surplus 
thus accrued, which it m ust ultim ately 
pay. while its ability 
to 
pay 
Is 
not 
strengthened, but weakened by a con­ 
tinued den* ;f. Uoar.s a-9 im perative in 
great em-'rg* n ins to pres, rve the govern­ 
ment or its credit*, hut failure to supply 
needed revenue in tim e of peace for the 
m aintenance of cither has no justification. 
The Ix'st w ay for t i c governm ent to 
m aintain its credit is to pay as it goes— 
not by resorting to loans, but by keeping 
out of d eb t—throftgh an adequate income 
secure*I by a system of taxation, external 
or internal, or Goth. It is the settled j*o(- 
ley of the governm ent pursued from the 
beginning and practiced by all parties and 
adm inistrations, to raise the bulk of our 
revenue from taxes upon foreign produc­ 
tions' entering the U nited S tates for side 
and consum ption and 
iding for tile 
m ost part every form of direct taxation, 
except In tim e o f war. 
Protection Indorsed. 
The country is clearly opposed to any 
needle*** additions to the subject of in­ 
ternal taxation, except In tim e of war, 
and is com m itted by ifs latest popular 
utterance of the system of tariff tax­ 
ation. There can Ik- no m isunderstanding, 
either, about the principle upon which 
this tariff taxation shall be levied. N oth­ 
ing has ever been made plainer at a gen­ 
era! election than that the controlling 
principle I* the raising of revenue on im­ 
ports in zealtvu* care for Am erican inter­ 
ests and Am erican labor. 
The people 
have declared that such legislation should 
be had a* will give am ple protection and 
encourage inept to the Industries amt the 


The gold reserve h^-1 Tor th e Fedf-mpIToh 
o f our currency, which has been heavy 
and w ell nigh constant for several years. 
R e e lg r w e ltr t h e T h I a g . 
In the revision of the tariff especial at­ 
tention should be given to the re-enact­ 
m ent and extension of the reciprocity 
principle o f the law o f 1890, under which 
bo great a stim ulus w as given to our 
foreign trade In new and advantageous 
m arkets for our surplus agricultural and 
m anufactured products. 
The brief trial 
1 given this legislation am ply justifies a 
| further experim ent and additional discre­ 
tionary power in the m aking of com m er- 
j rial treaties, the end in view alw ays to 
j be the opening of new m arkets for the 
j products of our country by granting con­ 
cessions to the products o f other lands 
th at w e need and cannot produce our­ 
s e lv e s and which do not involve any loss 
of labor to our ow n people, but tend to 
increasf? their em ploym ent.

I leg isla tio n 
helpful 
to 
the producer is 
I beneficial to all. 
The depressed condition 
of industry on the farm and in the mine 
and factory has lessened (Tie ability o f 
the people to m eet the dem ands upon 
th* rn, and they rightfully expect that not 
only a system of revenue shall be estab­ 
lished that will secure the largest incom e 
w ith the least burdon, but that every 
rn* ans w ill be taken to decrease, rather 
than increase, our public expenditures. 
Return o f P r o s p e r ity . 
B usiness conditions are not the m ost 
prom ising. It will take tim e to restore 
Hie prosperity of form er years. 
If we 
cannot promptly attain it, we car* icso- 
lutely turn our faces in th at direction 
and aid its return by friendly legislation. 
H ow ever troublesom e the situation m ay 
appear, congress will not, I am sure, be 
found lacking in disposition or ability to 
relieve it. as far as legislation can do so. 
The restoration of 
confidence 
and the 
revival of business, which men of all 
parties so much desire, 
depend 
more 
largely upon th*5 prompt, energetic and 
int* Uigent action of congress than upon 
any other single agency 
affecting the 
situation. 
It is inspiring, too. to remember that 
no gn at em ergency In the one hundred 
and eight years of our eventful national 
life has ever arisen 
that has not been 
m et with wisdom and courage by the 
Am erican people with fidelity to 
their 
la st Interests and highest destiny and to 
th*' honor of the American name. These 
years of glorious history have 
exalted 
matikin I an I advanced the cause of free­ 
dom throughout the world and im m eas­ 
urably strengthened the precious free in­ 
stitutions which we enjoy. Tile jveopl® 
love and will sustain these institutions. 
The great essential to our happiness and : 
prosperity is that we adhere to the prin- I 
ciplcs upon which the governm ent w as j 
established and Insist upon their faithful 
observance. 
Equality of rights m ust pre­ 
vail and our law s be alw ays and every­ 
where r* specie*! and obeyed. W e m ay 
have failed in the discharge of our full 
duty as citizens of the great republic, 
but It is consoling and 
encouraging to 
realize that free speech, free press, free 
thought, free schools, the free and unmo­ 
lested right of religious liberty and w or­ 
ship and free and fair elections are dearer 
and more universally enjoyed to-day than 
ever before. T hese guarantees m ust be 
sacredly preserved and w isely stren gth­ 
ened. 
I.y o d lin g * M in t f c M * . 
Tile constituted 
authorities m ust 
be 
che* rf lilly and vigorously upheld. Lynch­ 
ings must not be tolerated in a great and 
civilized country like the U nited States. 
Courts—not m obs—m ust execute the pen­ 
alties of the law. 
The preservation of 
public order, the right of discussion, tho 
integrity ot courts and the orderly ad­ 
m inistration of justice must continue for­ 
ever the roc a of safety upon which our 
governm ent st curtly tests. 
One of tho l e s s o n s taught by tile late 
election, which all tan rejoice in, is that 
the < itiz»ns c f the United States are both 
la w-rt sporting and 
Ii w abiding 
people, 
not easily sw erved 
from the 
path of 
patriotism a u l honor. 
This is In entire 
act Ord with the genius of our Institutions, 
but em phasizes the a I vantage of incul­ 
cating eve i a greater lcve o f law and 
order in the future. 
Im m unity should bo 
granted to none who v itiate the laws, 
w hether individuals, corporations or com ­ 
m unities; and a s the constitution im poses 
U|*on the president the duty of both its 
own execution and that of the statutes 
enacted in pursuance of its provisions, I 
shall endeavor car fully to carry them 
j into effect. 
The declaration of the party now re­ 
stored ta power bus been in the past that 
1 of ‘‘opposition to all com binations of cap- 
! Ital organized in trusts, or otherw ise, to 
control arbitrarily th? condition of trade 
am ong our c itii m s,” and it hap supported 
• such legislation as will prevent the exe­ 
cution of all 
schem es to 
oppress th® 
people by undue charros on their supplies, 
or by unjust rates for the transporta­ 
tion of tlieir produ ts to m arket.”

A grave peril 
to th** republic would be a citizenship too 
ignorant to understand, or too vicious to 
appreciate the great values and benefit 
of our constitutions and laws-r-and against 
all who com e here to m ake w ar upon 
them. our pates m ust be prom ptly and 
tightly closed. Nor m ust we be unm ind­ 
ful of the need of improve»n« nt am ong 
our own citizens, but, w ith the zeal of our 
forefathers, 
encourage 
the 
spread 
of 
know ledge and free education. Illiteracy 
must be banished from the land, lf w® 
shall attain that high destiny as the fore­ 
mast of the enlighV ncd nations of th® 
world, which, under Providence, we ought 
to achieve. 
Reform In the civil service m ust go on. 
but the change should be real and genu­ 
ine. not perfunctory, or prompted by a 
zeal in behalf of any party, sim ply be­ 
cause it happened to be in power. As a 
member o f congress I voted and spoke 
in favor of the present law, and I shall 
’attem pt its enforcem ent in the spirit In 
which it w as enact'd. 
The purpose in 
vi< w 
w as to secure the m ost efficient 
s* rvtce of the best men who would ac- 
c* pt appointm ent under the governm ent, 
retaining 
faithful 
and 
devoted 
public! 
servants in office, but shielding none. un­ 
der the authority of any rule. or custom , 
who are inefficient, or incom petent, or 
unworthy. The best interests of the coun­ 
try demand this, and the people heartily 
approve the law w herever and whenever 
it has been fluff adm inister;d. 
T’ohrf* s* s'.Trn;* grrr prompt attention 
to the restoration of our Am erican mer­ 
chant marine, once th** pride of the scan 
in all th** great ocean highw ays of comi­ 
no rec. To my mind, few more im portant 
subjects so imperatively' demand an in­ 
telligent 
consideration. 
The 
United 
States has progressed w ith m arvelous 
rapidity’ in every field of enterprise and 
endeavor until w e have become forem ost 
in m arly all the great lines of inland 
trade, com merce and industry. Yet, while 
this Is true, our American m erchant m a­ 
rine has been steadily declining until It 
is now lower. Ivoih in the percentage of 
tonnage and the number of vessels em ­ 
ployed. than it w as prior to the Civil 
w a r. 
Com m endable progress has been 
m ace of late years iii the unbuilding of 
the Am erican navy, but w e m ust supple- 
rn* nt these efforts by providing as a 
pioper consort for it a m erchant marine 
amply’ sufficient for our own carrying 
trade to foreign countries. Tile question 
is one that appeals both to our business 
necessities and the patriotic aspirations 
o f a great people. 
Favors Arbitration. 
It has been the policy of the U nited 
States since the foundation of the gov­ 
ernment to cultivate relations of pear® 
and am ity w’ith all the nations of th® 
world, and this accords with my concep­ 
tion of our duty now. W e have cherished 
■ the policy of non-interference w ith th® 
affairs o f foreign governm ents, wisely’ ln- 
\ augurate*! bv W ashington, keeping our 
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policy, but az a duty to mankind. 
The im portance and m oral influence o f 
the ratification o f such a treaty can hard­ 
ly be overestim ated in the cause o f ad­ 
vancing civilisation. It m ay w ell engage 
the beet thought of the statesm en and 
people o f every 
country, and I cannot 
but consider It .fortunate that it w as re­ 
served to the U nited S tates to have the 
leadership In so grand a work. It has 
been the uniform practice o f each presi­ 
dent to avoid, as far as possible, the con­ 
vening of congress in extraordinary ses­ 
sion. It is an exam ple which, under or­ 
dinary circum stances and in the absence 
of a public necessity, is to be com mended. 
B u t a failure to convene the representa­ 
tives o f the people in congress in extra 
session when it involves neglect o f a pub­ 
lic duty, places the responsibility o f such 
neglect upon the executive him self. 
Special Session. 
The condition of the publio treasury, 
ay has been indicated, dem ands the im ­ 
m ediate 
consideration of 
congress. 
It 
alone has the power to provide revenues 
for the governm ent. 
N ot to convene it 
under such drcum stances I can view. In 
no ether sense than the n eglect o f a plain 
duty. 
I do not sym pathize w ith th e sen­ 
tim ent that congress in session is danger- 
cu s to our general business it terests. Its 
m em bers are the agents of the people, 
and their presence at the seat of govern­ 
m ent in the execution of the sovereign 
will. should not operate as an injury, but 
a benefit. 
There could be no better tim e 
to put the governm ent upon a sound 
financial and econom ic basis than now. 
The people have only recently voted that 
that should be done, and nothing is more 
binding upon the agents o f their w ill 
then the obligation of im m ediate action. 
It has alw ays seem ed to me that the 
postponem ent of the m eeting of congress 
until more than a year after it has oeen 
chut en deprives congress too often of th® 
Inspiration of the popular w ill and the 
country o f the corresponding benefits. 
It 
Is evident, therefore, • that to postpone 
action in the presence of so great a neces­ 
sity would be unw ise on th? part of the 
executive, because unjust to the interests 
of the people. 
Our actions now W’ill be 
freerer from mere partisan consideration 
than lf the question of tariff revision w as 
postponed until the regular session of 
congress. 
W e are nearly two years from 
a con gression al el»?t.**n, a n i politics can­ 
not so greatly’ distract us as lf such con­ 
test w as Immediately pending. 
W e can 
approach the problem calm ly and patri­ 
otically w ithout fearing its effect upon an 
early election. 
Our fellow citizens who 
disagree w ith us upon the character of 
this legislation prefer to have the ques­ 
tion settled now, and perhaps settled so 
reasonably’ as to insure great permanence. 
Again, w hatexer action congress m ay 
take will be given a fair opportunity for 
trial before the people are called to pass 
Judgment upon It, and this I consider a 
great essential to the rightful and lasting 
settlem ent of the question. 
March IS the Date. 
In view of these considerations I shall 
deem It my duty, as president, to convene 
congress 
in 
extraordinary 
session 
on 
Monday, March 15, 1897. 
In conclusion, I congratulate the coun­ 
try upon the fraternal spirit of the people 
and the m anifestation of good w ill every­ 
where so apparent. 
The recent election 
not only m ost fortunately dem onstrated 
the obliteration of sectional lines, but to 
som e extent also the prejudices which 
for years have distracted our councils 
and marred our true greatness as a na­ 
tion. 
The triumph of the people, whose 
verdict is carried into effect to-day, if 
not the triumph of one section, nor wholly 
of one party, but of all sections and all 
the people. 
The North and South no 
longer divide on the old lines, but upon 
principles and policies; and in this fact 
surely every lover of the country can 
find cause for true felicitation. 
Let us 
rejoice in and cultivate this spirit. 
It 
will be my’ constant aim to do nothing, 
and permit nothing to be done, that will 
arrest or disturb this grow ing sentim ent 
of unity and eo-operation, this revival of 
esteem and affiliation which now ani­ 
m ates so m any thousands in both the old 
and the antagonistic sections, but I shall 
cheerfully do every thing possible to pro­ 
m ote and Increase it. 
Let me again repeat the words of the 
oath adm inistered by the chief Justice, 
which, in their resp*ctive spheres so far 
us applicable, I would have all my 
oun- 
trym en observe: 
"I will faithfully execute the office of 
president of the United States and will, 
to the best of my ability’, preserve, pro­ 
tect and defend the constitution of the 
U nited S tates.” 
This is the obligation I have reverently 
taken before the I^ord m ost high. 
To 
Keep it will be my single purpose; my 
constant prayer—and I shall confidently 
rely’ upon the forbearance and assistance 
of all the people in the discharge of my 
solem n responsibilities. 
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St. Paul, March 4.—The Johns ant! 
trust law came up for final action in 
the house, and, after a couple of hours" 
debate, the amendment exempting the 
organization of labor to maintain or 
raise wages was stricken out, together 
with the exemption 
of agricultural 
products and live stock in the hands of 
the producer, which had been copied 
from the Georgia law. 
The bill was 
then passed by a vote of 85 to 16. 
The bill establishing civil service in 
the grain inspection force was defeated 
after a long debate by a vote of 41 to 
46. 
The following bills were passed: 
Legalizing certain mortgage fore­ 
closures; relating to liens on logs and 
other forest products; relating to auc­ 
tioneers; relating to noxious weeds; al- 
Ibwing cities to contract for electric 
power to operate their water works; to 
legalize acts of county commissioners 
relative to the construction of sheriffs’ 
residences; providing for a lien on the 
logs cut in other states and transported 
into this state. 
The following bills were introduced: 
To abolish the offices of coroner and 
deputy coroner, and to authorize the 
appointment of medical examiners to 
discharge the duties now performed by 
coroners; relating to state lands; re­ 
quiring corporations and individuals to 
pay interest on money deposited with 
them by employes to guarantee faith­ 
ful performance of duty; to establish 
boards of county visitors for the in­ 
spection of charitable and public insti­ 
tutions in each county; relating to 
place of trial of civil actions; to estab­ 
lish county asylums for the insane and 
feeble minded: rehiring to publication 
of legal notices; relating to issue of 
bonds by cities; relating to special as­ 
sessments. 
la the Senate. 
Senator Cronkhite presented in the 
senate and secured the adoption of a 
resolution directing the state railroad 
and warehouse commission to investi­ 
gate 
and 
report on 
what, if any, 
amendment or revision of the railroad 
laws can be made in the best inter­ 
ests of the state. The report is to be 
called for by the governor, and is to be 
made to the legislature within a week. 
With the exception of the Cronkhite 
resolution the session of the senate was 
confined to dry routine and was dull 
and uninteresting. 
The following bills were passed: 
Relating to weights and measures; 
providing for return of property to de­ 
fendant upon giving bond in replevin 
actions in justice court; to provide for 
the loaning of the permanent school 
and university funds of the state to 
any county district, city, towm or vil­ 
lage of the state; to provide for the 
investment of the permanent school 
fund and permanent university fund of 
this state; to repeal a special law di­ 
viding liquor licensee between counties 
and tow’iis. 
The following bills were Introduced: 
To exterminate Russian thistles; re­ 
lating to Incorporation of villages; to 
provide for regulation of insurance 
companies; to appropriate money for 
etato park at Itasca; to prevent cor­ 
porations from giving money to any po­ 
litical party; to amend laws relating 
to protection of forests from fire; to 
prohibit the holding of two lucrative 
tow’U or county offices by one person; 
to regulate district court clerks.

Who among

and flattering herself that she 
was 
doing it very well—swallowing a mor­ 
tification or only bearing a very bed 
headache? 
Again, many women are 
cold in manner because they are shy 
or because they are uncertain how far 
to go in the way of making advances, 
We do not care to wear our hearts upon 
our sleeves unless we are sure that 
there are no daws about to peck at 
them. Indeed, in the case of many of 
us it would be safe to paraphrase the 
dictum of the wily French diplomatist 
and say that ’’faces were given us in 
order to conceal our own thoughts,” 
Therefore, when there Is a doubt, let us 
give each other the benefit of It.

marriage made by an American girl 
abroad,” says the New York Post. In 
those days, being “young and inno­ 
cent,” we considered that remark very 
cynical, and in our 
hearts 
thought 
nothing could be more romantic and 
charming than for a fair compatriot to 
assume a historic title and retire after 
her marriage to her husband’s estates 
to rule smilingly over him and a de­ 
voted tenantry, very much as it ap 
pears in the last act of a comic opera, 
when a rose-colored light is burning 
and the orchestra plays the last bril­ 
liant chords of a wedding march. Then. 
also, there seemed to our perverted 
sense a sort of poetic justice about the 
fact that money, gained honestly but 
prosaically in groceries or gas, should 
go to regild an ancient flagon or prop 
up the crumbling walls of some robber 
stronghold 
abroad. 
Alas! 
many 
thoughtful years and many cruel reali­ 
ties have taught us that our gracious 
hostess of the “seventies” very nearly 
was right and that marriage 
under 
these conditions is apt to be much 
more like the comic opera after the 
curtain has been rung dowrn, when the 
lights are out, the applauding public 
gone home and the weary actors, slow­ 
ly brought back to the present and the 
positive, are wondering how they are 
to pay the rent or dodge the “warrant 
in ambush around the corner. These 
marriages come about generally from 
a want of knowledge of the world. The 
father becomes rich, the family travel 
abroad, some 
mutual 
friend (often 
from purely interested motives) pro­ 
duces a suitor for the hand of the girl 
in the shape of a “prince” with a title 
that makes the whole simple American, 
family quiver with delight. 
After a 
few visits the suitor declares himself; 
the girl is flattered, the father loses 
his head, 
sees visions of his loved 
daughter hobnobbing with royalty, and 
(intoxicating thought!) snubbing the 
“swells” at home who had shown great 
.reluctance to recognize him and his 
family. 
It is next to impossible for 
bim to get aay reliable information 
about his future son-in-law in a coun­ 
try where he has not a single social re­ 
lation, belongs to no club and whose 
idiom is a sealed book to him. Every 
circumstance conspires 
to keep 
the 
flaws in the article for sale in 
the 
background and put the suitor in an 
Advantageous light. Atter a few weeks’ 
wrestling, paterfamilias agrees to part 
with a handsome share of his earnings 
and a marriage is “arranged.” In the 
case where the girl has retained some 
of her self-respect the suitor is obliged 
to come to this country for the cere­ 
mony. And, that the contrast may not 
be too striking, an establishment is 
hastily gotten together, with hired liv­ 
eries and new-bought carriages (as in 
a recent case In this state). The sen­ 
sational papers take it up and publish 
“faked” portraits of the bride and her 
noble spouse. The sovereign of the 
groom’s country (enchanted that some 
more American money is to be import­ 
ed into his land) sends an economical 
present and an autograph letter. The 
act ends. Limelight and slow music! 
i 
In a few years rumors of dissent and 
trouble float vaguely back to the gifl’s 
family. 
And finally, either a great 
scandal occurs aDd there is one more 
dishonored home in the world, or a 
wretched, heartbroken 
woman, thou­ 
sands of miles away from the friends 
and relatives who might be some com­ 
fort to her, makes up her mind to ac­ 
cept “anything” for the sake of her 
children, and tries to build up again 
some sort of an existence out of the re­ 
mains of her lost happiness, and her 
father wakes up from his dream to 
realize that his wealth has only served 
to ruin what he loved best in the world. 
Or, again, instead of being sad, the cir­ 
cumstances become delightfully comic, 
as in a certain case we know of, where 
the daughter, who married into an in 
dolent, happy-go-lucky. Impoverished 
Italian family, had inherited her fath­ 
er’s business push and energy along 
with his fortune, and immediately set 
about “running” the whole estate as 
she had seen her father do his bank, 
trying to revive a half-forgotten indus­ 
try in the district, scraping and white­ 
washing the picturesque old villa, pro 
posing her husband’s going into busi­ 
ness, and in short dashed head down 
against all their national 
prejudices 
ttnd inherited traditions, until her new 
family fairly loathed the sight of her 
brisk American face, and the poor she 
had tried to help sulked in their newly 
(drained houses and refused to be com­ 
forted. Her ways were not their ways 
and she seemed to them unlike Italian 
ladies—almost unsexed, as she tramped 
(About the fields, talking artificial man­ 
ure and subsoil plowing with the men. 
nd yet neither of these people were 
blame. And the young Italian had 
followed the teachings of his family; 
he had learned that the only honorable 
way for him to acquire wealth was to 
marry it, and his wife honestly tried 
to de her duty in her way and naively 
thought she could 
graft 
her natice 
thrift and "go" into the indolent Ital­ 
ian character. 
But her work was all 
in vain and she made herself and her 
husband so unpopular that they are 
now living in this country, regretting 
their error! Another case only a little 
less laughable is that of a fair young 
Boston girl having a neat little fortune 
of her own. Once she was married to 
the young Viennese of her choice, she 
found that he expected her to live with 
his entire family on the third floor of 
hts ’’palace” (the two lower floors be­ 
ing always rented to foreigners, and 
that es there was not enough money 
for a box at the opera she could not go, 
but that his position made It necessary 
for him to have a stall among the men 
of his rank, while the astonished and 
disillusioned Bostonian sat at home en 
tete-e-tete with the women of his fam­ 
ily, who seemed to think this the most 
natural arrangement In the world. It 
certainly is astonishing that we, the 
most patriotic of nations, with such 
high opinions of ourselves and our in­ 
stitutions, should be so ready to hand 
over "our daughters and our ducats” to 
the first foreigner who asks for them, 
often requiring less information about 
him than we would consider necessary 
before buying a house or a dog.

R esolved, That this grand jury ap­ 
point a committee of three to thor­ 
oughly examine and appraise poor 
farm, improvements, tools, machinery 
and stock, and present a statement of 
their true and respective val ne, ac­ 
cording to their best judgment, to 
the county commissioners before May 
let, 1897, also that oounty commis­ 
sioners require auditor to prepare 
statements of receipts and disburse­ 
ments from date of purchase, separat­ 
ing expenses from what is considered 
improvements.

carefully 
investigated 
by the State 
Mining bureau, which looks for a great 
development some day of the oil in­ 
dustry along the slopes of the coast

explorations 
made in the southern part of the state 
by W. L. W atts of the Mining bureau 
formed the subject of an interesting 
popular lecture given last night before 
the Academy of Sciences.

taining by a stereopticon display ol 
views of the *0 11 wells, bituminous de­ 
posits and petroleum-bearing regions 
visited by the lecturer.

In France champagne Is only served 
at the dessert, and it m ust be neither 
too sweet nor too dry. 
There is no stim ulant known to medi­ 
cine as efficacious in bringing cheer­ 
fulness of mind as champagne. 
Champagne is noxious in some cases 
of sickness which cannot stand a devel­ 
opment of carbonic acid gas, like heart 
disease. 
The best m anufacturers use no labels 
In France proper, the brand of the 
corks being sufficient to protect 
their 
product. 
As a general rule the absolute quan­ 
tity of alcohol contained in champagne 
am ounts to 10 or 11 per cent of the 
measurement. 
The corking machine is the next step 
and the 
“flceleur” 
or 
wire-worker 
draws a hot iron around the cork 
to 
keep it safely in place. 
The quantity of alcohol contained in 
champagne depends mainly on the na­ 
ture of the essence added to it after 
ferm entation, and varies widely with 
the taste of the consumers in various 
countries. 
In Austria and Germany there 
is a 
dem and for sweet champagne. 
E ng­ 
land and America order champagne 
with the least 
addition 
of essence, 
there being a poular demand for good, 
strong wine, with plenty of body to it. 
All champagne is dosed, liquor being 
added to the wine m akes it stronger a* 
lighter, dryer or sweeter, according to 
the brand. 
It is applied with a m a­ 
chine, which 
apportions 
the exact 
quantity to each bottle without error 
or waste. 
Tests with the m anom eter show that 
champagne exerts a pressure in the 
bottles of from four to five atmosphere, 
The greatest pressure should never ex-j 
ceed six atmospheres, and the bottla 
will burst when the pressure reached 
seven or eight atmospheres,
